PROFESSOR MORRIFIELD NAMED TO FILL LOBINGIER CHAIR AT GWU LA1V SCHOOL 
WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Prof. Leroy S. Mcrrifield, the senior member of the 


faculty at George Washington University's National Law Center, has been named 
to the "Lobingier Chair of Jurisprudence and Comparative Law" beginning in September. 

Law School Dean Robert Kramer announced the appointment of Prof. Merrifield, 
who has taught at GW since 1947 and has become a specialist in labor law--as a 
teacher, author, research scholar, and arbitrator. Prof. Merrifield is the first 
to occupy the Lobingier Chair, which was established with a $757,000 gift from 
the estate of international jurist .Charles S. Lobingier. The fluids will be used 
to support the professorship in jurisprudence and comparative law, and related 
graduate education and research programs. 

Prof. Merrifield lias acted as a consultant to various government agencies 
on labor relations legal problems. As a Ford Foundation fellow, he studied in 
Switzerland and Belgium the labor laws of the European Common Market and the work 
of the International Labor Office. Under a Fulbright Fellowship, he studied 
Australia's system of settling labor disputes by compulsory arbitration. 

Prof. Merrifield's book Labor Relations Law : Cases and Materials (with 
Professor Emeritus R.A. Smith arid Dean Theodore J. St. Antoine, both of the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan) is now in its fifth edition. Prof. Merrifield received his law 
degree from the University of Minnesota and a doctorate in juridical science 
from Harvard University.
